Recovered From 


Death Trap River 


CRANFORD. N.J. <tB—Grapplers 
recovered the body of R i c h a r d 
Johnson, 9, today from the frigid 
Rahway River a block from where 
the frozen corpses of his younger 
sister and another boy were found 
Wednesday night. 
Richard* body was found by 
searcher* who had resumed grap­ 
pling the river after daybreak. 
The river ice has been a death 
trap for other youngsters in the 
past. 
THE FROZEN bodies of Rich­ 
ard's sister. Martha, and Philip 
Harrington Jr., both 7. were found 
by a search party near where two 
other children drowned in 1052 and 
1048. 
The children's rigid bodies, their 
arms outstretched for aid, were 
hooked with grappling irons under 
the South Avenue Bridge, a quar­ 
ter mile upstream from Droesch- 
era Mill Dam. 


THE DAM HAS been one of the 
community's winter play spots tor 
children for years. Two-year-old 
Joseph Behan plunged through the 
ice of the river and drowned 
March 27, 1952 Peter Shoukimas. 
5. had drowned in a similar acci­ 
dent Jan. 14, 1948

B'nai B'rith Told Ike 
Doctrine 'Best Hope' 


Col. Bruce McDaniel, former di­ 
rector of the United States Mission 
to Israel, last night singled out the 
Eisenhower Doctrine as the best 
remedy for healing tortured rela­ 
tions between the State of Israel 
and the league Arab nations 
Speaking at a Ranch Club dinner 
meeting of the Palm Springs B’nai 
B rith. Colonel McDaniel labeled 
the president s plan as the “most 
feasible means'' of bringing about 
peaceful Arab-lsrael relaitons and 
relieving pressures #of Iractured 
Middle East diplomacy. 


ADDRESSING MORE than 160 
R nai B'rith members, the leader 
of the United States Operations 
Mission to Israel from 1951 to 1954 
ranged deeply into factors that 
brought about the Israeli march 
on Egypt 
He traced the pattern 
of diplomatic breakdowns from the 
dawn of modern Israel to the cur­ 


rent occupation of the Gaza Strip. 
“The Israeli forces will not leave 
the Gaza Strip until they are guar 
anteed that the area will he con­ 
trolled by an international govern­ 
ing body,” Colonel McDaniel de­ 
clared. 


THE STRIP, occupied by Israeli 
forces since the march into Egypt, 
is being held as a buffer zone to 
ward off attacks on Israeli out 
posts, the colonel explained. 
It also forms a protective bar­ 
rier for newly discovered oil fields 
near the Israeli borderline a vital 
factor in the state's economy, Mc­ 
Daniel pointed out 
As for settling Arab-lsrael dis­ 
putes. McDaniel felt that an ami­ 
cable settlement could have been 
reached as recently as 1951. 
However, as things stand now. 
McDaniel believes the only salva 
lion is the Eisenhower Doctrine.

The crisis hss added a penny 
and a half tn the price of bread. 
Ihe staff o' life itself In this 
Island kingdom. This rise in the 
price of bread Is basic in Ihe 
tribulations besetting the British 
and a simple example of how 
and why it aflcati the cost of 
living. 


IN T H E FIRST place, the price 
of gasoline since the Suez adven­ 
ture has rocketed Irom «0 cents 
to 8# cents per gallon. Of this 
stiff increase, 14 cents repres­ 
ents an increase in the govern­ 
ment tax on petrol 
As a result of this increase, it 
co-ts considerably more merely 
lo haul and deliver a commodity 
loday 
than it did. 
say, three 
months ago 
it costs 
more to 
transport bread, potatoes, baeon 
and 
brusscl sprouts, 
and 
the 
increase is handed on lo the 
consumer, naturally. 
It 
also costs more 
lo haul 
human beings, and therefore Ihe 
basic bus fare throughout the 
island has been increased 
The 
old Romans cried for bread and 
circuses 
But the Briton today 
will sellle for bread and buses, 
particularly il he can crowd him­ 
self Into the latter. Petrol ration­ 
ing has grievously overcrowded 
this form ol transportation. 
AND ABOVE A LL. 
there Is 
petrol rationing. The very word 
"rationing" 
recalls 
Ihe

age Englishman a lean, unrel­

Petrol

storage. It makes jaywalking a 


pleasure rather than a gamble.

man to the rank of pedestrian

type nf car thief What this new 
thief really wants is the petrol, 
and he merely borrows another’s 
car in order to use the fellow's 
petrol 
to

wherever 
he wishes to go The car is in­ 
variably found in a day or so 
wherever the gas and tire thief 
ran out on it 
IF IH E R IS E in Ihe price of 
broad has provoked the house­ 
wife, she is loday 
faced with 
another threat. Tlie gasoline ra­ 
tion has been so severely cut for 
all delivery and truck services 
that Ihe 
operators, 
screaming 
to heaven for Justice against a 
cruel 
administrator, 
are

throating to make the housewife 
walk for her bread Door-to-door 
delivery may soon he a thing of 
the past. 
On the whole. Ihe British grin 
and bear it, and even crack wry 
jokes about rationing.

At the instigation of Supervisor 
George Berkey. the board of sup­ 
ervisors 
asked the county 
hos­ 
pital commission this week to re­ 
view 
procedures 
and 
contracts 
with outlying hospitals with a view 
to possibly broadening the use of 
such hospitals 
Berkey said that a few days 
ago a patient of a Thermal doctor 
was .sent to Riverside to the coun 
ty general hospital, waited three 
hours and had to return to Therm­ 
al without an interview, then re­ 
turned to Riverside the next day 
and after a six-hour wait had to 
leave again without seeing 
a 
doclor. 
"He called me then and 
asked how he could possibly get 
into the general hospital.” 
said 
Berkey. 
Berkey expressed the opinion 
that hospitals in various parts of 


the county having contracts 
with 
the county should be able to keep 
patients longer than the three or 
four day period they now take 
care of them before sending them 
to Riverside. 
County Counsel Ray Sullivan. Jr 
said the outlying hospitals 
have 
been quite conservative, apparent 
ly in fear of overstepping the time 
which might be construed proper 
for emergency treatment which 
they are authorized to give

believe there is room within

usa of contract hospitals,” he de 
clared.
